N umismatic Literature can never seek to record 
everything published everywhere concerning 
numismatics. Therefore NL has value only if 
its scope is realistically defined and the re- 
sponsibility for completeness is assumed within 
these self-imposed limits. 


In general NL seeks to include that material which 
is judged of interest to the international community 
of serious students using numismatics. Of necessity 
then, material which would not be represented 
includes such as those items which are of interest 
only to persons collecting a specific coinage and 
those items which are of quite local interest. 


of NL A resolution passed at the plenary session of the 
International Numismatic Commission at the 
Copenhagen meeting pledged the support of the 
members of the Commission for the continued 
publication of NL as defined above. An international 
board of Contributing Editors has been organized 
with each Contributing Editor representing a specific 
country or other geographical area. It is the re- 
sponsibility of each Contributing Editor to solicit, 
collate, edit and forward to the ANS abstracts of all 
the literature published within the region of his 
responsibility which he believes should be brought 
to the attention of the international numismatic 
community. The ANS acts as a clearing house for 
this information and assumes the responsibility for 
its publication. Each Contributing Editor, then, 
exercises editorial control over the material pub- 
lished in his area, sending on to the ANS only those 
items which he judges to be within the scope of NL's 
responsibility.

tion consider publishing, in issues of the Numis matist, 
an abstract bibliography which would be the complete 
record of items published in the U. S. , or perhaps 
U. S. - Canada. Basically, the ANS would provide 
the ANA with the author entry cards accumulating 
to the NL office and all relevant abstracts which are 
solicited for inclusion in NL. The entry cards are 
duplicates of the card catalogue entries prepared by 
the Library of the ANS. The result of this cooperative 
effort would be to create a situation which now exists 
in many European countries vis-a-vis Numismatic 
Literature. That is, a bibliographic record of current 
literature in numismatics which is national in 
character and complete for the categories represented, 
published concurrent with a single international 
bibliographic record which does not assume to be 
complete but rather represents a digest of the many 
national journals. 


It has been pointed out, quite rightly, that this 
editorial control now exists for all countries except 
the United States. Thus there is a balanced repre- 
sentation of material published abroad in terms of 
the scope of NL; yet for the United States there has 
been an emphasis on the production of a complete 
record of published items. We are obliged to 
correct this imbalance.
